Acildent By Drowning. 


The drowning of Charles Reynolds 


Sunday afternoon was a great shock 
to the entire community as well as & 
crushing blow to his family. The 
young man came home unexpectedly 
from Chicago Sunday morning. While 
sitting on the porch visitlnK with his 
mother Sunday afternoon he heard 
the cry "Leo Is drowning" and im- 
mediately ran to .the river and Jump- 
ed In with clothing on to save his 
brother who, with Tom McDermott 
Jr., was in swimming.

When 
Tom found he could not save Leo, he 
cried for help and It was to this cry 
that Charles and '.John responded. 
Charles succeeded In reaching the 
drowning boy and pushed him to his 
brother John who had stopped to re- 
move his clothing before plunging In. 
As John took the unconscious boy, he 
saw an,agonized expression on Charles' 
face and when he reached shore he 
turned only to see Charles disappear 
from sight. Immediate effort* were 
made to resuscitate Leo and after a 
time he came to consciousness.

Elliott was called and after he was 
able to leave Leo went at once to re- 
cover the body of Charles which he 
found by means of a pike pole, but 
when brought to the surface lite was 
extinct 


This day which held the promise of 


a. happy reunion proved to be one of 
deepest sorrow. 
The father, John 


Reynolds returned from 
Alabama 


Thursday where he had been for sev- 
eral months and Charles who had 
been a book-keeper in Chicago had 
planned a pleasant surprise to his 
mother by joining the family Sunday. 
The deceased was a member of Rhine- 
landar High school three years, with- 
drawing a year ago to take the posi- 
tion in Chicago, and was also a mem- 
ber of Co. L of this city where -he 
was so well and favorably known. 
He was twenty-one years of age. 
His death testllles to one of his noble 
traits of character—to give his life to 
save another and then go down to a 
watery grave without a murmur. 


Funeral services were held at St. 


Mary's Church Tuesday morning and 
the remains were attended by a squad 
from Co. L.

While farmers are not by 
any means the only ones Interested In 
better roads, they are the most direct- 
ly concerned and It Is proper that 
they should meet and form an organi- 
zation to look after their interests.

the Information he c»;n on the situa- 
tion. Some of the best road experts 
in the United States will be there and 
a number of prominent farmers will 
be on the program. The Geological 
Survey, the Governor, and the State 
Board of Agriculture will appoint 
delegates on nomination of the town 
chairman. The State Geological Sur- 
vey Is going to build: a short stretch 
of model road on the fair grounds.

THE NEW GAME LAWS. 


Under the 
new 
general game 


laws no spring open season 
will 


be allowed for duclc shooting, the 
open season being from September 1 
to January 1 as before, and the hun- 
ter must have his license upon his 
person wlien hunting. The open sea- 
son for game ilsh, which Includes 
pickerel and pike will begin May 10 
Instead of May 25 and will run to 
March 1. The open season for bass 
will begin Jnne 10 Instead of May 25 
as at present. Twenty-live bass will 
be the limit any one person can hav» 
in 
possession. The 
trout season 


opens April 10 and closes September 1. 


Open water shooting in any kind of 


a boat IB prohibited, but the new law 
allows twilight shooting, half an hour 
before sunrise and after sunset. 
Twenty-rive decoys are allowed and 
initials of the hunters are not re- 
quired as now. Bass less than ten 
inches long cannot be taken. Mud 
hens, rice'hens, rails, etc., are now 
classed as game birds and the bag is 
limited to 25 ducks or hens, snipe, 
plover, etc. Prairie chickens and 
geese are limited to ten. and par- 
tridges to fifteen, but prairie chickens 
are not to be shot in Dodge county 
until 1909. The mixed bag limit IB 
reduced from 60 to 30 birds.

Appalling Figures Given Out In Penn- 


sylvania Annual Report. 


Philadelphia, Aug. X—Moro than 


1,000 persons woro killed last year In 
ho coal mines of Pennsylvania, ac- 
cording to tho annual report just is- 
sued by James Roderick, chief of tho 
department of mines. Tho' statistics 
show that of 557 persons killed at the 
mthraclte mines 274 deaths were tho 
•esult of the victims' carelessness;-69 
o tin; carelessness of others, 188 un- 
avoidable and 20 resulted from accl- 
lentil for which responsibility could 
Hit bo fixed. Of the 477 killed at tho 
dtumlnoim mines COT 
victims died 


from their own carelessness, 10 by the 
carelessness of others, 142 were un- 
avoidable and IS dead by accidents for 
which responsibility could not be 
))ucod. 


The chief says thnt the figures show 


.hat two-thirds of tho accidents result- 
ed from tho victims' own carelessness 
ind that the remaining third may bo 
aken as the reasonable percentage of 
iccldents to miners. 


"It seems Impossible to adopt any

that when, during the exciting days 
of revolution and the .Inmeson raid, 
lloer officials suspected that maxim 
guns and rllles were hidden therein, 
they were searched systematically for 
days without their contents being dis- 
covered. 


Thero Is probably no city In tho 


world which has seen so many event- 
ful days or held such un assorted po|i- 
illation. 
The fume which Johannes- 


burg attained on tho discovery thero 
of tho richest gold Melds In thu world, 
sustained by her constant prominence 
In the eternal Anglo-Dntch feud In 
South Africa, attracted thither adven- 
turers and fortune-hunters from all 
corners of tho earth. Hero wo may 


see the Englishman, recently arrived 
and superficially scornful of colonials; 
the miner from Wales, speaking no 
tongue but Welsh, drawn thither by 
high wages; the Yankee, supreme In 
enterprise and slowly outing all his 
competitors from business; tho French 
Inventor, the German brewer and, of 
course the Scotch bank clerk, Indian 
coolies. Afghans with horses, Persians 
In round, embroidered caps; Syrians 
peddling and hawking, Greeks and 
Italians pushing great barrows laden 
with fruits and luscious grapes from 
the Cape orchards; Malay women with 
regular, oval features, carrying upon 
their backs enormous bundles of wash- 
ing; Moors with wagons and oxen, 
cracking their long whips round tho 
market square; half-castes and natives 
from every tribe between the Zambesi 
and Table mountain, pass and repass. 
Intent upon their business, Thero Is 
the sturdy farmer from the back veld, 
making his llrst visit "to town," with 
his round fringe, velilschoen of un- 
tanned antelope bide and nautical 
trousers buttoning at the sides, and 
the Hebrew, predominant In every- 
thing. In the saloon trade, tho fac- 
tories, the general stores. 


Before the war there existed In 


Johannesburg u syndicate, well organ- 
ized, with wide ramifications, con- 
trolled by half a dozen millionaires, 
which sold liquor Illegally to the na- 
tives at an enormous prollt. The pen- 
alty for conviction of engaging in this 
tralllc has now been made life 1m- 
prlsoniiient, and tho stringency of tho 
law bus mended matters, but not 
ended them. 
Illegal whiskey and 


smuggled opium aro now the desper- 
ate enterprise of a few smaller men, 
who stake their liberties against tho 
1,000 per cent, profits which can .bo 
made by them. 
Illegal Liquor Sellers. 


In the old days when Johannesburg 


was still n mining camp, when boor 
and champagne wore both retailed at 
$5 tho bottle. In tho corrupt and palmy 
days of the Krnger oligarchy, tho 
liquor dealers had a monthly turnover 
of 
million!*, the natives were de- 


bauched by Cape gin. and nil work 
upon the mines had to bo suspended 
between Saturday and Tuesday, until 
they had recovered from their In- 
toxication. Vile alcohol, manufactured 
from potatoes at a cost of about two 
cents a gallon, wan colored, bottled 
and retailed at 12 cents a drink. Us- 
nally the manager of tho nearest mine 
received a salary from tho syndicate 
to close his eyes to tho affair; and tho 
majority of tho detective force like- 
wise received a salary from two differ- 
ent and, theoretically, opposing pow- 
ers. 
The bars In which tho liquor 


wau sold wcro simple rooms, adjoining 
some store, access being obtainable 
only through a single door. 
Tho 


liquors 
stood upon n disappearing 


sideboard, which, when a spring was 
pressed, sank through n trap door In 
the floor. 
Spies stood at every cor- 


ner In the vicinity to keep watch 
against the approach of strangers of 
a suspicious nature; and should such 
draw near, an electric signal boll rang 
out Its warning, so that tho detective, 
rushing Into the store, pistol .in hand, 
would Ilnd nothing inoro exhilarating 
than a party of Kufllru bargaining 
over a blanket, unless one of these 
same bargainers happened to bo a 
confederate of tho raiding party, and 
had retained the alcoholic beverage in 
his mouth through tho medium of a 
small sponge, and had thus kept the 
evidence which was to send tho she- 


becnor down to Copt Town for a mtnv 
bor of years, lo. help In construction 
work on tho breakwater. , 
Few to Enact Role of Spy. 


But the vengeanco of tho liquor 


syndicate was no 
IOBB far-reaching 


than that of the Illicit diamond h/ok- 
ers ut Klmberley. and thus It occurred 
that tho rolo of Noah Claypolo was 
never a popular one. 


To-day tho traffic Is chlolly In opium. 


The Importation of 50,000 coolies from 
China, accustomed to smoking it, has 
led to an Insatiable demand for tho 
product. 
Upon the Hand, tho name 


given to tho districts along tho go|d 
reef, thero exists a yellow population 
of Indentured servants—virtually serfs 
—equal In number to all tlio whites In 
Johannesburg. Lodged in overcrowded 
compounds, where they aro confined 
like animals, liable to bo Hogged for 
any Infraction of discipline by their 
whlto overseers, who have learned tho 
summary ways of tho Moors with na- 
tives, from time to time Home of this 
n«othlng horde overwhelms Its guards, 
breaks out, and takes to a life of pll- 
lago and murder nlong the outlying 
districts. 


South Africa Is not nn especially 


law-abiding country, and the punish- 
ment of the opium smuggler Is usually 
summary. 
Ho Is offered tho choice 


botween a flogging and a period of 
Imprisonment, and. of course, chooses 
the former. Thereupon ho Is strapped 
tightly to a wagon wheel and receives 
50 lashes from a whip of hippopotamus 
hide, wielded by half-castes. 
These 


men. delighted ut taking tbolr revenge 
upon one of tho whlto race, do not 
spare tho victim. Ills back Is literally 
cut to pieces, and, at tho end, half- 
dead and streaming with blood, ho Is 
Hung out of tho compound. 
At Night In the Square. 


Tho farmer, arriving at Johannes- 


burg about midnight, after a long day's 
trek, "ontspnns" In the great market 
square, and goes to sleep beside his 
wagon, while the native "boys," hav- 
ing fed and watered the animals, kin- 
dle a lire In the square, round which 
they crouch In their blankets until 
tho morning, chanting and twanging 
upon their one-stringed lyres, or play- 
Ing fiome cheap Swiss accordion. At 
break of day coffee Is made, and break- 
fast prepared—tho latter a haphazard 
mixture 
of 
hare, 
stolmbok 
and 


partridge, or whatever else may have 
fallen to tho farmer's rlflo during his 
Journey, stewed In tho ubiquitous pot 
and oaten with a coarse porridge made 
from ground maize. Soon tho square 
will be filled with n chattering crowd 
—farmers with vegetables and sacks 
of produce, anxious to dispose of'them 
and to return; auctioneers holding 


tramped hundreds of mlle» northward 
from their kraals on tho southeast 
coast of tho continent to seek work In 
tho City of Gold. Yet, so firmly bound 
are they to their tribal chiefs that 
n call to arms, as In tho recent Zulu 
rebellion, will send them hurrying in 
hot haste homeward to enroll In their 
regiments. It Is dlfllcult to Identify 
In their smiling faces the descendants 
of tho fierce warriors who made tho 
Zulu name a nightmare throughout 
South Africa for nearly a century. 
They hire their 'rickshaws from tho 
owners, paying at tho rate of about 
three shillings, or "iu cents, a day, 
and receiving all their earnings. The 
'rickshaw IB In general request in Jo- 
huniiesburg, being cheap, comfortable 
and Just adaptable to two persons sit- 
ting rather closely together.

The Zulu 'rickshaw 


boy would consider himself dishonored 
In the eyes of his brethren If ho did 
not attire himself In garments of un 
esthetic value. The specimen shown 
In tho illustration appears to have 
combined tho horns of tho Evil One 
with the wings of tho seraphim.

la probable, however, that this com- 
bination possesses some wolrd, secret 
symbolism of Its own, known only to 
the wearer. 
Zulu as Serving Maid. 


Tho Zulu Is one of the mainstays ot 


the housewife In South Africa, 
The 


maid of the up-country Doer woman 
Is usually a yellow Hottentot girl; but 
the Zulu takes In tho towns, tho plnco 
filled In Northern countries by tho 
serving maid. He Is the housemaid, 
nursemaid, errand boy, a good cook 
and a fair coachman. To take care of 
the baby Is, however, the chief pleas- 
ure of his existence. When lie reaches 
this acme of confidence his life Is one 
series of capacious smiles.

The Demonologlcal Theory of Disease 


and Its Curious Phases. 


Tho earliest conception of disease 


seems lo havo been that evil spirits 
for the time being took ]>ossosslon of 
the body, ways the lirltlsh Medical 
Journal. 
This 
nonoral 
notion ex- 


pressed Itself In various ways. 


Tho Hindoos built temples to the 


RoddcsH of smallpox—a fact used with 
deadly effect by Edmund Ilurko In his 
impeachment of 
Warren 
Hastings, 


•whose npologlsls. had pointed to the 
temples erected In'his honor by tho 
natives aa evidence of tho mildness of 
his rule. Tlio Romans had no fower 
than Ihreo shrines dedlculed to Iho 
goddess of fever, which was doublless 
malaria. As lo Iho present day, thero 
Is a church in Home dedicated to our 
lady of fever, which Is n lineal de- 
scendant of these shrines. 


Another belief was that tho demon 


of disease was Introduced by evll-dls- 
I<osed persons by means of magic. 
Agutn. In different races or tribes are 


found such beliefs ns that disease Is 
caused by ghosts of the dead, or by 
the spirits of animals killed In hunt- 
Ing Invading tho living. These no- 
tions must be carefully distinguished 
from tho later concept thai disease Is 
a punlshmenl Inlllcted by an angry 
dully. 


This notion of the causation of dis- 


ease naturally led to methods of treat- 
mcnt directed to tlio dlBlodgmonl of 
Iho demoniac Intruder. Sometimes a 
hola was bored In tho sick person's 
skull to provide an outlet by which 
tho evil spirit might escape. Rut the 
most common plan of expelling the 
disease demon 
was 
to 
make 
his 


usurped abode as 
uncomfortable as 


possible. Tho patient 
was 
beaten, 


starved, smoked 
with 
evil-smelling 


substances, and drenched with every 
foul thing thai Ihe savage Imagination 
could conceive. 


In tho mailer of medication, too, the 


system of ejecting Iho Irespasslug 
spirit by making 
the 
quarters 
In 


which he had established himself as 
far as possible uninhabitable persist- 
ed long after Iho belief on which U 


was originally founded had died out, 
and la not oven now entirely oxtlncl. 
The horrible concoctions prescribed 
by doctors in Iho middle ages might 
seem to have been intended for the 
forcible eviction of evil spirits. 
Me- 


diaeval pharmacy Is fairly represent- 
ed by Iho contents of the witches' 
caldron In "Macbeth." 


Tho domonologlcal theory of 
dis- 


ease held sway over 
tho 
minds of 


men for thousands of years. 
Hut If 


tho simple pathology of primitive men 
causes us amusement, tho smile dies 
on our lips when wo reject on tho 
appalling consequences of that belief 
translated Into action. It was tho no- 
tion that disease was 
caused 
by 


demons that led to tho belief In witch- 
craft, which survived In full rigor till 
tho seventeenth century, and is not 
by any means extinct In this cenlury 
of light. The belief 
In 
witchcraft 


caused tho persecution and judicial 
murder of countless 
human beings, 


chlolly old women, guilty of nothing 
worse than eccentricity or madness. 
The medical profession may justly 
urlde Itself on tho fact that to the 


teaching of some of its members the 
abolition of atrocllles which make Iho 
heart sick was mainly duo. 


Witchcraft is by no means dead 


yet, and, as readers of J, K. Huys- 
mans know, "Satanism" 
with 
tho 


"black mass" and tho like superstl- 
lions have still a fascination for minds 
of certain kind of morbid culture. 
With these 
ihlngs 
tho 
demoniac 


theory of disease has a close affinity. 
Tho same superstition survives In an- 
other form In tho doctrines hold by 
many nt the present day that disease 
Is Iho result of sin, and that sickness 
Is lu Itself sinful. 
From this teach- 


ing springs tho rank growth of qimck- 
ory which chokes tho good Heed of 
trulh In Iho minds of so many of 
those to whom tho higher education 
has failed to teach the right uso of 
their reason.

State Capital Notes 


Weekly Budget Gathered by Our 
Special Correspondent at Madison. 


Madison. — Discrimination 
against 


the 3,500 members of tho Wisconsin 
National guard, either by employers 
or labor organizations, has been pretty 
effectively guarded against by tho en- 
actment of chapter 402 of tho laws of 
1907. 
Tho purpose of tho statute 


Is to permit tho Wisconsin guardsmen 
to drill and attend tho annual encamp- 
ment of tho guard without fear of 
losing their employment. It Is also 
Intended to prevent labor organiza- 
tions from barring guardsmen from 
their membership because of the fact 
that In labor disputes tho soldiers of 
tho state may be called upon to quell 
dlBturbnnces. 
Although employers, 


more than any other class of citizens, 
receive tho largest percentage of pro 
toctlon through tho National guard, It 
has been constantly brought to tho at 
tentlon of the state soldiery that many 
employers of labor begrudge their em 
ployes who are citizen soldiers tho 
time Hpent at tho annual encamp 
ments. 
In many little ways It has 


been demonstrated, according to the 
militiamen, that while they have not 
lost employment outright by obeying 
tho guard orders, nevertheless they 
have been made to understand lhat ns 
between soldier duty and biiblness, 
business should not bo Interfered with 
nt any time. 
Tho text of tho new 


law, which has already gono Into 
effect, is ns follows: 
"Chapter 462, 


laws of 1907.—To create sections 
4,422m and 4,423n, statutes of 1898, 
relating 
to obstruction, annoyance 


or discrimination against any mem 
her 
of 
tho 
National guard: 
"A 


person 
who, either by himself or 


with another, wilfully deprives a mem 
bor of tho National guard of his cm 
ploymont, or prevents his being em 
ployed by hlmsolf or another, or In re 
spect to his trade, business or employ 
ment, because said member of said 
National guard Is such a member, or 
dissuades any person from enlistment 
In tho suld National guard by threat 
of Injury to him In case ho shall so 
enlist. In respect to his employment, 
trade, or business, shall bo deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon con 
vlctlon thereof shall be punished by 
a line of not less than $10 nor more 
than J2C, or by Imprisonment In the 
county jail for not less than ten days 
nor more than 20 days. No nssocla 
tlon or corporation, constituted or or 
ganlzod for tho purpose of promoting 
tho success of the trade, employment 
or business of tho members thereof, 
shall by any constitution, rule, bylaw, 
roRolutlon, vote or regulation, dlscrlm 
Inate against any member of the Na 
tlonal guard of tho state of Wisconsin, 
because of such membership in re 
spoct to the eligibility of such mem 
bor of tho said National guard to 
membership In such association or cor 
pnratlon, or In respect to his right to 
retain said last mentioned member- 
ship. 
It Is the purpose of this sec 


tlon and the section immediately pro- 
ceding to protect a member of tho 
National guard from dlsadvantage In 
his moans of livelihood and liberty 
therein, but not to give him any prof' 
oronco or advantage on account of his 
membership In said National guard. A 
person who aids In enforcing any such 
provisions against a member of the 
said National guard with tho Intent to 
discriminate against him becauso of 
Hitch membership, shall bo deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished 
by a lino of not less than $10 nor 
more than $2G, or by Imprisonment In 
the county jail for not less than ten 
days nor more than 20 days."

HEADS BIG POWER PROJECT. 
C. H. 1'rUle of Appleton, president 


of the. Tomahawk J'ul|i £ I'upor com- 
pany ami a hydraulic engineer and 
papur mill 'architect, of note, Is in 
leiaho Interested in one of tho great- 
est commercial projects over attempt- 
ed In the West. The Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul llullwaycoinpany, 
which is extending Its line to the 
J'aclllc coust, Is Intending to expend 
*!MHM>,000 ill developing 180,000 horse 
power by harnessing thirty-live miles 
of the St. Joe river in northern Idaho. 
The power will be used by the rail- 
road In carrying freight over the 
Hitter Hoot mountains and for oper- 
ating a score, of sawmills and other 
plants. The work Is to be completed 
In three years. 


This will be the llrst practical test 


of the substitution of electricity for 
steam power in this country and If it 
Is successful, It will be employed on 
the entire line 
between Missoula, 


Mont., and the l'iu,fet Sound country, 
a distance of over TOO miles. 


Mr. I'ride lias charge of the elect rl- 


ciil power development for the Mil- 
waukee road, 
lie has been put In 


charge of thu project of developing 
this western power and has shown 
President Marling of the railway the 
feasibility of Ids plans, which show 
that practically every cubic foot of 
the water of lids highest navigable 
river in the world, on the sites select- 
L-d, can be harnessed. 


Three dams are to be built at once 


in id probably others In a few years. 
One. of the dams will be eighty-six 
feet high, developing over S,l)iM> horse- 
power. There are Ideal sit es for dams 
along the St. Joe river, much of which 
runs through canons, so that there 
will be little cost In acquiring-llowag-« 
rights.

ties from French and Spanish cruis- 
ers. 


The llrst shots were tired by the

Xo European residents were hurt.

Casablanca has brought no protest 
frog any power. The states of Eu- 
rope have expressed their willingness 
France and Spain restore order In 
Moroco.

A skeleton of an Alaskan mammoth

000 years uso that this mammoth of 
the north roamed through 
Alaska's 


luxuriant valleys. Specimens of petri- 
fied fern palms will represent a utill 
more remote period, when Alasku en- 
joyed a semi-tropical climate. 


Tho scientific exhibit will contain 


rocks worn by glacial action, picked 
up from the river valleys, showing 
that largo parts of Alaska once cov- 
ered by glaciers have now a mild sum- 
mer cllmato.

reached Alaska was from one to thruo 
months old. 


Kvon Nome, the farthest northwest 


"city," has nlectrlc lights, telephones, 
three newspapers and one ' railroad 
running northward toward the arctic 
ctrclo. 


Nome Is the least Interesting part 


of Alaska. 
It has 
no 
magnificent 


mountains or fertile river valleys. Tho 
region that Alaskans aro most proud 
of and want the outside world to know 
about Is tho Seward peninsula, named 
In honor of tho statesman who was In- 
strumental In purchasing Alaska, 


Tho newly risen port city of Sew- 


ard la at the gateway of It. Tho tour- 
ist approaches Seward through Resur- 
rection bay, a fjord 
that would do 


credit to Norway. To his surprise, ho 
finds hero a harbor as free from leo 
year round as Now York or Haltlmoro, 


North of Howard for 400 miles 


iitretches the Susllna valley, half as 
largo as Now England, with n cltnmto 
not ns severe In fluctuating extremes 
as wo have. This IK being opened to 
travel and settlement by a new rail- 
road. 
It Is from this district 
that 


some of the best agricultural exhibits 
will be made ut tho Alaska exposition. 
There will be sheaves of native grass 
six feet high and oats grown near tho 
arctic circle that will make the farm- 
ers from the states eyes bulge out. 


The hardy pioneers that have gone 


Into the great river valleys of Alaska 
since the gold rush of '!>8, have dis- 
covered something richer than

population. 
Nearly all 
tho 
hardy 


grains and vegetables of the northern 
United States grow In Alaska's shel- 
tered valleys with a luxuriance that 
Is astonishing. This Is due not only 
to tho richness of a virgin soil, but to 
summer days that aro 20 to 1!1 hours 
long, and the thermometer ranges up 
to 90 and 100 degrees. 


In this region, near the arctic cir- 


cle and Mount McKlnley, tho midnight 
sun may be seen in n glory said to ox- 
col that of Norway. Another point 
where tourists are beginning to go to 
see the midnight aim In Alaska Is near 
Duwson. An hour's climb of the Dome, 
at tho foot of which lies the little city, 
brings the traveler to onti of tho great 
prospects of tho world. Tho elevation 
Is 1.800 foet. while all about Is a scene 
of tho most rugged beauty, rendered 
glorious by the rainbow coloring of 
the midnight sun, a scene that some 
artist will yet mnko famous on can- 
vas, 


far as possible, the Alaskans are 


going to represent such scenes as 
these by photographs at their exposi- 
tor 
Tho fair grounds and bulldlnga 


will bo on the shores of ono of Seat- 
IO'H beautiful lakes, with a magnlll- 
cent mountain background, and Mount 
tulnler looming up In tho distance, 
hree miles high, This will be ns near- 
y as possible u duplication of real 
Maskun scenery.

VACATIONS COST UNCLE 


SAM BIG SUM YEARLY 


ASHINGTON.—To his hired hel] 


Uncle Sam Is generous to a dc 


gree, going down Into his wallet to tho 
extent of something like $!t,00(),oim an 
nuully to give them n ao.dnys' out Ins 
at the seashore or In the mountain:), 


This sum IH for the army of em 


ployes In Washington alone and does 
not Include the thousands of others 
who aro on duty and on the payrolls 
throughout his vast domain and In 
foreign countries. Liberal lawmakers 
decided that ten months each year 
was long enough for 
employes 
to 


work, and that ;!0 days for annual 
leave. At first this law was for the 
officials and clerks only, and did not 
Include printers, pressman and navy 
yard 
workmen. 
Eventually 
theso 


were given 15 days annual leave, and 
finally, through hard and persistent 
efforts, the full !!0 days. 
No 
sick 


leave, however, has ever been granted 
them, nnd, strange as It may appear, 
they seem to bo the healthiest class 
of government workers. Tho govern- 
ment printing office, tho bureau of 
engraving nnd printing, and the navy 
yard nro not classed as "hospitals for 
Invalids," as the treasury and other 
deportments aro termed. Not getting 
imy for being sick', those not entitled 
to such lenvo mnnago to remain In 
extraordinarily good health and per- 
form their duties with great regular- 
ity. 
Tho employes who are not en- 


titled to sick lei|vo must have some- 
thing worse than a "rocky head and j 


drawing blanks" to cause them to re- 
main from duty. In the government 
printing olllco, where there are about 
4,000 men and women employed, them 
aro only occasional absences, on ac- 
count of sickness, while In tho treas- 
ury department, with about the rtamo 
number of employes, the sick list each 
day Is simply amazing. Tho same In 
true of other departments In which 
the employes are entitled to 
nick 


leave. 


So badly abused has been the «lck 


leave privilege that at the last session 
of congress what appeared to be a 
determined effort was made to repeal 
tho law, but the matter was permitted 
to go over, giving tho Keep commis- 
sion and other reformers an opportun- 
ity to make further Investigation nnd 
secure facts and figures. If one la to 
Judge by the policy of retrenchment 
and reform so strenuously carried out 
by the present administration, It Is 
ntlrely safe to assort that sick leave 
will not be ono of tho pickups now en- 
!oye<i by government workers after 
,he next session of congress. 


There are In Washington about ."!,• 


000 employes of Uncle Sam. Tho sal- 
ary and wages paid will aver $1,200 
ach, male nnd female. This gives to 
each Individual employe J100 leave 
uoney, and Is ready on call for offt- 
lulu and clerks any time during the 
calendar year, but employes of tho 
lass stated are not entitled to leave 
mtll tho beginning of tho fiscal year 
—July I.

sons to do any gossiping. He consid- 
ers It better for the good name of 
the women employes In tho depart- 
mental service to make a rule that 
men chiefs of division shall havo men 
as private secretaries or confidential 
clerks. 


Tho fact, that the secretary had pro- 


scribed such a rule for his own' guid- 
ance hns become known recently 
through his refusal to permit a woman 
stenographer to bo detailed as clerk 
to a chief of bureau. Ho is perfectly 
wllMng to have 
tho stenographer 


take dictation from the chiefs of bu- 
reaus, but ho will not allow them to 
bo detailed to 1111 positions tho duties 
of which might require them to re- 
main after tho working hours or to \\n 
to the homes of tho chiefs to Hnluh 
work outside of olllco hours. 


Two years ago, when there was a 


scandal In the department, tho woman 
who performed the duties of private 
secretary for u bureau chief for sev- 
eral years, was brought Into a noto- 
riety altogether displeasing to the 
secretary. 
Although ho knew that 


there was no foundation for the In- 
sinuations against tho woman, ho hnd 
to keep quiet, and merely hopo that 
tho notoriety would not spread. 


A majority of tho men chiefs do not 


want women In such positions, but 
occasionally one comes along who Is 
so well pleased with tho work done by 
a particular clerk that he asks to have 
her promoted and made private secre- 
tary. Requests of that kind are being 
refused.
